Morrissey Case Is Discussed 
Maybe a milestone has been reached. Per­ 
haps trom now on neither President Johnson 
nor members ol the Senate will propose for a 
federal judgeship someone not qualified and 
will appoint, instead, an individual whose qual- 
ilications are not in doubt. 
Perhaps, too. the disinterested advice ol th- 
American Bar Association will be given more 
attention than heretofore Maybe the American 
people will start to get the reform to which 
they are entitled — the establishment of a fed­ 
eral judiciary cbmprised of competent persons 
This may be an optimistic interpretation of 
the latest episode, which wound up with a dra­ 
matic speech by Sen 
Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., as he asked the Senate to refer back 
to the Judiciary Committee for further consid­ 
eration the nomination of Francis X Morrissey 
to a federal judgeship 
The result could be that the nomination will 
languish in committee, or the issue may he 
raised again in the next session cf Congress, 
though it would then require a resubmission bv 
President Johnson 
But certainly public opinion asserted itself 
forcefully, and members of both political parties 
in the Senate did come to realize that as Con­ 
gress hastens to adjourn there was no other wax 
out than to defer action on the nomination 
and let the matter simmer 


THE MASSACHUSETTS senator was com 
mended for his action bv Sen. Everett Dirksen 
the Republican leader, who spoke of ii as an 
example of “complete integrity’" and mdepen 
dence 
Mr. Kennedy did venture the prediction thai 
the Judiciary Committee would eventually re­ 
solve all doubts and recommend the a p p a l­ 
ment of Mr Morrissey. This is why. he said, 
it was desirable at the moment to lay it aside 
He declared 
“Let me say simply that when a man has 
been unfairly attacked and unjustly accused. 
I cannot in good conscience desert him 
And 
I should not. I am satisfied that a full and 
complete record made with care and delibera­ 
tion, will uphold mv judgment to the satisfac­ 
tion of any fair-minded man: such a record will 
result in his confirmation bv a greatly increased 
majority: and that he will he a credit to the 
federal judiciary."

affiliation, the decisions rendered have not al­ 
ways borne out such an attitude 
Francis X Morrissey may be well qualified 
for many posts, possibly even for some fed 
eral office But serious doubts have arisen as to 
his fitness to interpret the federal statute* and 
the Constitution 
The question now is whether the controversy 
ha* convinced the administration and members 
of Congress that judicial appoin’ments should 
be nonparti*an and given only to persons un 
questionably fitted by training and experience

Maybe a milestone has been reached. Per­ 
haps trom now on neither President Johnson 
nor members oi the Senate will propose for a 
lederal judgeship someone not qualified and 
will appoint, instead, an individual whose qual­ 
ifications are not in doubt. 
Perhaps, too. the disinterested advice of the 
American Bar Association will be given more 
attention than heretofore. Maybe the American 
people will start to get the reform to which 
they are entitled — the establishment of a fed­ 
eral judiciary comprised of competent persons 
This may be an optimistic interpretation of 
the latest episode, which wound up with a dra­ 
matic speech by Sen 
Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., as he asked the Senate to refer back 
to the Judiciary Committee for further consid­ 
eration the nomination of Francis X Morrissey 
to a federal judgeship 
The result could be that the nomination will 
languish in committee, or the issue may be 
raised again in the next session cf Congress, 
though it would then require a resubmission bv 
President Johnson 
But certainly public opinion asserted itself 
forcefully, and members of both political parties 
in the Senate did come to realize that as Con­ 
gress hastens to adjourn there was no other way

THE MASSACHUSETTS senator was com­ 
mended for his action by Sen Everett Dtrksen. 
the Republican leader, who spoke of it as an

Mr Kenned) did venture the prediction that 
the Judiciary Committee would eventually re­ 
solve all doubts and recommend the appvnt- 
ment of Mr Morrissey. This is why. he said.

ways borne out such an attitude 
Francis X Morrissey may be well qualified 
for many posts, possibly even for some fed 
eral office But serious doubts have arisen as to 
his fitness to interpret the federal statute* and

ANSWER: It is a curious fact that the tiny floating crea 
lures of the sea. or plankton, grow in more abundance in 
colder water than in warmer Since fish feed on the plank 
ton. fish are also found in great abundance in far northern 
waters. This also means that fish-eating seals are very com 
mon in northern seas Since the great white polar bear ha* a 
special fondness for seal meat this means again that polar 
bears have an abundant supply of food close to the floating 
cakes of ice on which thee like to live 
Abundant food is 
necessary to animals which keep active during the winter. 
Besides his food supply, the polar bear has perfect insulation 
from the cold in his heavy waterproof coat. The female polar 
bear, however, does look for a cave cr hollow in an iceberg; 
she wants a protected spot in which to bear and nourish her 
cubs In contrast, the black bear our most common Ameri­ 
can kind finds his toed supply severely cut down in winter 
There are no more insects or berries and most small animals 
are hibernating 
So the wise black bear finds a sheltered 
nook and curls himself up to hibernate in a long winter sleep 
The big. powerful grizziey bears of the Rocky Mountains. 
with their heavy fur. can go on catching larger animals 
through the winter and so do not need to hibernate
